Leusby, whose right name is believed 
to be Charles McClain, shot and kill­ 
ed his wife and W. T. Woods in

then 
forced the 
door and fired two shots into Wood’s 
body. In the meantime Mrs. Leusby 
had 
escaped. 
Leusby 
then

away, but, seeing his wife returning, 
waited 
until

the 
house, then stepped to the door and 
shot her. The ball penetrated her 
heart, killing her instantly. 
Woods was dead when neighbors, 
attracted by the shots, ran to the 
house. 
Leusby 
walked 
down 
town 
and gave himself up to the officers. 
He was not in the least excited and 
calmly told of the whole affair, de­ 
claring the “unwritten law” would 
acquit him of the deed. It seems 
that Leusby had known of the inti­ 
macy between his wife and Woods 
for several months and it is said

about associating with Woods.

KILLED WIFE AND PARAMOUR 


El Reno, Okla., July 20.—James 


l*usby, -whose right name is believed 
to be Charles McClain, shot and kill- 
ed his wife and W. T. Woods in 
Leusby's home in this city yesterday 
morning. Leusby is a barber and for 
some months past has been work- 
ing 
in Claremore, 
Okla., 
making 


weekly trpis home, usually on Sun- 
day, to visit Mrs. Leusby. Leusby, or 
McClain, married Rosa Vain In Kan- 
sas City six years ago. They came 
here to live and he left his wife 
several months ago, going to Clare- 
more. Saturday night Leusby came to 
El Reno as usual but did not go 
home. He stayed at the house of a 
friend 
and 
Sunday 
morning about 


6 o'clock went to his houie wiierc ] 
through the 'window he saw hia wif. 
and Woods. 


Leusby was armed with a reveolve: 


and when he was .prevented 
from 


^ effecting entrane'e to the room ii 


which were his iwife and Woods ht 
fired through 
the door. 
The flrs 


shot struck Woods and he fell to 
the floor. Leusby then forced the 
door and fired two shots into Wood's 
body. In the meantime Mrs. Leusby 
had 
escaped. 
Leusby 
then 
started 


away, but, seeing his wife returning 
waited 
unbil she had entered 
the 


house, then stepped to the door and 
shot her. The ball penetrated 
her 


Heart, killing her instantly. 


Woods was dead when neighbors, 


attracted by the shots, ran to the 
house. Lensby walked down town 
and gave himself up to the officers. 
He was not in the least excited and 
calmly told of the whole affair, de- 
claring the "unwritten law" would 
acquit him of the deed. It seems 
that Leusby had known of the inti- 
macy between his wife and Woods 
for several months and it is said 
had repeatedly cautioned 
his 
wife 


about associating with Woods. 
He 


also said that he told Woods that 
If ever he caught him in his house 
he would kill him. 


Saturday night he went to Sheriff 


Chambers and wanted the latter to 
~-go to his 
house and arrest Mrs. 


Leusby and Woods if found there. 
The' officer is said to have put him 
off. 
It is reported that Leusby told 


the officer that if he waited until 


Sunday h« coutd take 'the coroner 
with him. 


Rose Vain met McCain at Herring- 


ton. A portion of her family lives 
here iwMle others live in 
Topeka, 


Kan. 


Leusby, or McLain, is about 35 


years of age and was Mrs. Leusby's 
second "husband. They had no child- 
ren. Woods was about 25 and un- 
married. 
He 
was employed in a 


grocery store. Leusby is In jail.

of Governor, So Reports. 


Tulsa, Okla., July 20.—General J. 


A. Kirbwood, special agent appointed 
by Governor Haskell to investigate

Leusby, whose right name is believed 
to be Charles McClain, shot and kill- 
ed his wife and W. T. Woods in 
Leusby's home in this city yesterday 
morning. Leusby is a barker and for 
some months past has been work-

in Claremore, 
Okla., 
making 


weekly trpis home, usually on Sun- 
day, to visit Mrs. Leusby. Leusby, or 
McClain, married Rosa Vain in Kan- 
sas City six years ago. They came 
here to live and he left his wife 
several months ago, going to Clare- 
more. Saturday night Leusby came to 
El Reno as usual but did not go 
home. He stayed at the house of a 
friend 
and Sunday morning about 


6 o'clock went to his home where 
through the (window he saw his wif. 
and Woods. 


Leusby was armed with a reveolver 


and when he was -prevented 
from 


^ effecting entrane'e 
to the room 
in 


which were his wife and Woods he 
fired through 
the door. 
The first 


shot struck Woods and he fell to 
the floor. Leusby then forced the 
door and fired two shots into Wood's 
body. In the meantime Mrs. Leusby 
had escaped. Leusby then 
started 


away, but, seeing his wife returning, 
waited 
unbil she had entered the 


house, then stepped to the door and 
shot tier. The ball penetrated 
her 


"heart, killing her instantly. 


Woods was dead when neighbors, 


attracted by the shots, ran to the 
house. Leusby 
walked down town 


and gave himself up to the officers. 
He was not in the least excited and 
calmly told of the whole affair, de- 
claring the "unwritten law" would 
acquit him of the deed. It seems 
that Leusby had known of the inti- 
macy between his wife and Woods 
for several months and it is said 
had repeatedly cautioned his 
wife 


about associating with Woods.

also saW that he told Woods that 
If ever he caught him in his house 
he would kill him. 


Saturday night he went to Sheriff 


Chambers and wanted the latter to

the officer that if he waited until 


Sunday he coubd take the coroner 
with him. 


Rose Vain met 'McCain at Herring-

Leusby, or McLain, is about 35 


years of age and was Mrs. Leusby's 
second "husband. They had no child- 
ren.
